Section 1. Section 68-104, Revised Statutes Cumulative
Suppl enent, 2006, is anended to read:

68-104. The Department of Health and Human Services shall be
the overseer of the poor and shall be vested with the entire and
excl usi ve superintendence of the poor in this state, except that the
county board of each county shall furnish such nedical service as nay
be required for the poor of the county who are not eligible for other
medi cal assistance prograns and general assistance for the poor of the
county. Any person who is or beconmes ineligible for other nedical
assi stance programs due to his or her own actions or inactions shal
also be ineligible for medi cal services from the county.

The county board of each county shall administer the medica
assi stance provided pursuant to this section. A county board nmay enter
into an agreement with the Departnment of Health and Hunman Services
which allows the departnment to aid in the administration of such
medi cal assistance program In providing nedical and hospital care for
the poor, the county board shall nake use of any existing facilities,
i ncludi ng tax-supported hospitals and charitable clinics so far as the
same my be available, and shall wuse the financial eligibility
criteria established for the standard of need devel oped by the county
pursuant to section 68-126.

A county board may transfer funds designated for public

assistance to the Departnent of Health and Human Services Finance and

Support for purposes of paynents to providers who serve eligible

recipients of nedical assistance or |owincone uninsured persons and

neet federal and state disproportionate-share paynent requirenents

pursuant to subdivision (2)(c) of section 68-910.
